The  Midnight  Ride  of  a  Professor  Revered-Dr.  Richard  Cornelius

Listen  my  students,  and  you  shall  hear 

Of  the  midnight  ride  of  a  professor  revered: 

'Twas  early  May  in  '55,  and  hardly  a  man  is  still  alive 

Who  remembers  the  graduation  full  of  cum-laude  knowledge 

Of  this  late-night  militia  man  from  our  Bryan  College. 

A  formal  stint  in  the  army  let  him  see  the  world, 
But  he  came  back  to  give  classroom  warfare  a  whirl, 
And  turned  from  inspecting  foreign  flora  and  fauna 
To  getting  to  know  a  certain  mountain-grown  Donna. 
They  made  marriage,  Master's  degrees,  and  music  together, 
At  U.T.K.  grad  school  in  foul  or  fair  weather, 
And  came  back  to  Bryan  little  worse  for  the  wear 
With  two  fine  diplomas  but  not  much  money  to  spare. 
It  was  here  in  English  department  of  '61 
That  an  illustrious  ride  through  student  essays  was  begun; 
Armed  with  scarcely  more  than  red  pen  and  Harbrace, 
Richard  began  cleaning  up  student  writing  apace; 
"The  red  pen  is  coming!"  some  were  heard  to  cry, 
Fearing  a  fate  worse  than  death  when  that  power  drew  nigh, 
For  as  fast  as  they  wrote  'em  he  was  ready  to  grade  'em- 
Started  early,  quit  late,  and  never  mislaid  'em— 
And  no  one  escaped  the  attack  on  loose  verbiage 
Launched  by  this  mentor  with  unflagging  courage, 
And  while  teaching  at  Bryan  with  consummate  skill, 
He  returned  to  the  battle  on  doctoral  hill, 
And  though  rampaging  through  student  essays  by  the  cartload, 

Wrote  himself  about  Biblical  allusions  in  Marlowe. 
Indeed,  some  Bryan  students,  feeling  winnowed  and  harrowed, 
Much  worse  than  William  Jennings  by  grim  Clarence  Darrow, 
Would  advise  in  a  rather  anti-Faustian  way 
To  heed  the  words  of  Doc  Richard 
Or  there'd  be  Harbrace  to  pay. 
It  was  8  if  by  hand,  or  3  or  4c, 
He'd  let  them  know  where  the  rhetorical  danger  would  be, 
And  he  multiplied  his  forces  with  xeroxes  galore, 
Close-typed,  well-considered,  with  helpful  truths  by  the  score, 
And  kept  students  alert  on  th  sleepiest  days, 
With  a  plethora  of  props  and  visual  aids-

Dr.  Richard  Cornelius:  a  Bryan  Legacy 


"The  human  measure  of  a  human  life  is  its 
income;  the  divine  measure  of  a  life  is  its  outgo,  its 
overflow — its  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  all."  - 
William  Jennings  Bryan,  "Prince  of  Peace" 

Dr.  Richard  Cornelius  was  born  in  Philadel- 
phia, Penn.,  on  May  18,  1934.  His  parents  divorced 
when  he  was  in  kindergarten.  He  was  raised  by  his 
grandparents  from  second  through  seventh  grade  in 
eastern  Pennsylvania,  because  his  mother  worked  full 
time.  He  considered  most  of  his  childhood  "happy 
years."  Cornelius  moved  back  with  his  mother,  who 
was  an  English  teacher  in  Philadelphia,  after  seventh 
grade.  They  moved  several  more  times  during  the 
following  four  years.  In  the  middle  of  his  junior  year 
of  high  school,  Cornelius  and  his  mother  moved  with 
his  grandparents  to  Florida,  where  he  graduated. 


The  autumn  following  his  senior  year  Cornelius 
came  to  Bryan  College.  He  first  heard  about  Bryan 
through  his  mother,  who  taught  at  a  summer  Bible 
conference  that  used  the  same  food  service  that  the 
college  did.  Cornelius  explained,  "My  mom  was  im- 
pressed with  the  students  [from  Bryan  who  were  work- 
ing with  the  food  service]."  He  went  on  to  describe  his 
original  plan  for  college:  "I  will  go  [to  Bryan]  for  one 
year,  get  all  the  religion,  hope  to  get  through  that  year, 
and  then  go  to  another  school."  However  when  he 
arrived,  he  found  that  the  Lord  had  another  plan:  "The 
Lord  turned  me  right  side  up. ...  I  was  malnourished 
spiritually."  Bryan  helped  to  satisfy  his  spiritual  needs, 
so  he  remained  a  student  here  for  the  following  three 
years.  During  this  time,  he  also  decided  to  become  an 
English  major ,  despite  a  personal  vow  never  to  do  so. 

When  Cornelius  came  to  Bryan  there  was  a  tradition

called  the  "Freshman  Reception."  This  involved  pair- 
ing up  a  freshman  with  an  upperclassman  for  a  Blind 
Date  (usually  a  banquet  and  Fine  Arts  event)  in  order  to 
introduce  new  students  into  the  Bryan  community. 
However  when  Cornelius  entered  Bryan  in  1951,  he 
was  "socially  backward,"  so  the  Freshman  Reception 
turned  out  to  be  a  "very  traumatic  experience — I  had 
never  had  a  date  before  this  blind  date."  The  remaining 
three  years  did  not  hold  much  dating  for  Cornelius 
either:  "I  had  one  or  two  dates  at  most  per  year." 
Nevertheless,  during  his  senior  year  at  Bryan,  one  of  his 
friends  who  helped  arrange  the  Freshman  Reception 
approached  him  to  ask  a  favor.  "They  were  short  on 
men  and  asked  me  to  be  a  volunteer.  I  said  I'd  do  it." 
What  Cornelius  did  not  know  was  that  his  date,  Donna 
Black,  would  eventually  become  his  bride.  He  smil- 
ingly reminisced,  "[because]  I  was  socially  backwards, 
I  did  not  ask  her  for  another  date  that  year." 

Dr.  Cornelius  requested  to  be  drafted  in  1955 
and  then  spent  two  years  stationed  in  Europe.  He 
worked  first  as  a  clerk/typist  and  then  in  France  as  a 
chaplain's  assistant.  He  had  opportunities  to  lead  Bible 
studies,  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  and  sunrise  services. 
He  also  wrote  a  column  for  the  base  paper.  Dr.  Cornelius 
said  that  it  was  "rewarding  to  see  people  grow."  There 
also  came  a  time  when  there  was  a  desperate  need  for  a 
choir  director  and  organist,  so  despite  experience  that 
Cornelius  termed  "nil,"  he  rose  to  meet  the  need.  He 
says  that  his  "organ  playing  was  pretty  bad,"  but  for  the 
short  time  he  did  it,  he  enjoyed  it  and  was  able  to  use  a 
lot  of  what  he  had  learned  at  Bryan. 

After  his  time  in  the  military  and  some  time 
as  a  temporary  grade-school  teacher,  Cornelius  re- 
turned to  pursue  graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Tennessee,  Knoxville.  Meanwhile,  Blackand  Cornelius 
had  been  corresponding  regularly  and  were  getting 
serious  about  a  relationship.  About  six  months  after 
entering  UTK  and  after  numerous  weekend  trips  to 
Dayton  (Black  was  a  music  professor  at  Bryan), 
Cornelius  and  Black  were  wed  on  August  15,  1959. 
They  both  returned  to  UTK  that  fall  to  finish  their 
master' s  degrees.  After  receiving  these,  the  Corneliuses 
returned  to  teach  at  Bryan,  and  it  has  been  their  home 
ever  since. 

Although  Cornelius  had  invitations  to  teach 
at  other  colleges,  he  stayed  at  Bryan  for  his  entire  38- 
year  teaching  career,  apart  from  his  sabbatical  in  1976. 
When  asked  what  kept  him  at  Bryan,  Cornelius  replied 
that  although  he  has  not  always  agreed  with  everything 
at  the  school,  he  likes  Bryan's  Christian  aspect  and  its 
philosophy,  theology  and  stance  on  important  issues. 
He  also  appreciates  how  the  people  here  are  humble  and 
can  laugh  at  themselves;  he  hopes  that  "we  never  get 
so  successful  that  we  get  snooty."  The  nondenomina- 
tional  mixture  mirrors  the  church  of  Christ,  and  this 
also  appealed  to  Cornelius.  He  stated  that  he  feels  "the 
school  has  a  good  balance  and  allows  students  to  be 
individuals."  He  likes  the  strong  academic  standards, 
the  good  working  relationships  with  others,  the  ease 
people  feel  in  speaking  their  minds,  and  the  Christ- 
centered,  family  environment.

The  Legacy  Continues

Cornelius  has  been  a  favorite  of  many  Bryan 
students.  This  is  probably  due  to  his  high  standards  (he 
has  always  seen  commitment  as  an  important  part  of  his 
job)  and  his  genuine  love  for  both  the  students  and  what 
he  does.  He  says,  "I  am  thankful  that  unlike  others,  the 
Lord  gave  me  a  love  for  what  1  do  and  there  was  always 
enough  variety  to  keep  it  interesting."  Cornelius  says 
that  he  has  always  been  a  kind  of  "Lone  Ranger" — not 
being  overly  extraverted  on  his  own,  but  delighted  to 
engage  in  conversation  when  others  approach  him.  He 
commented  on  how  much  he  has  enjoyed  seeing  changes 
in  students'  lives.  None  of  the  students  like  the  red 
marks  on  their  work,  but  he  says  that  he  would  not  put 
them  there  unless  the  work  was  good.  He  wants  his 
students  to  learn.  He  said,  "You  have  got  to  do  right  by 
the  students." 

Cornelius  holds  many  fond  memories  of  his 
years  at  Bryan,  mainly 
involving  the  people  of 
the  college — the  faculty, 
the  staff,  the  students — 
and  the  testimonies  of  how 
their  lives  have  been 
changed.  He  also  treasures 
memories  of  programs, 
chapels,  revivals,  PCI, 
music,  sports,  the  year  the 
school  was  accredited, 
anonymous/unexpected 
gifts,  and  the  overall 
growth  and  development 
of  the  school.  He  says  that 
the  Lord  has  truly  worked 
in  and  blessed  his  years 
here,  so  in  reality,  he  has 
good  memories  in  all  ar- 
eas. 

The  greatest 
lesson  God  has  taught  Dr. 
Cornelius  is  to  trust  and 
obey.  He  knows  that  "God 
can  be  trusted  for  salva- 
tion, and  today  He  honors 
people  when  they  put  Him 
first.  He  always  works 
everything  out."  He  says 
that  although  this  is  a  ba- 
sic truth,  he  had  to  learn 
and  is  still  learning  it.  As  an  example,  he  shared  that  he 
was  not  always  prepared  for  all  his  classes  as  a  teacher, 
making  it  infeasible  for  him  to  go  to  chapel.  However, 
he  was  committed  to  chapel  and  "obeyed,"  going  any- 
way. He  said  that  when  he  did  this,  "the  Lord  always 
worked  things  out."  He  thinks  that  maybe  he  would 
have  had  a  wider  ministry  if  he  had  trusted  more. 
Cornelius  advises,  "Don't  waste  time,  honor  God,  put 
Him  first,  and  He  takes  care  of  the  rest.  Do  what  you  are 
supposed  to  do,  and  you'll  be  blessed.  Even  if  it's  not 
perfect,  God  is  still  working  and  is  pleased." 


Cornelius  does  not  have  a  life  verse  per  se;  he  says 
that  all  Bible  verses  are  good  and  applicable;  however, 
he  did  share  a  few  favorites  with  special  meanings  and 
applications.  Using  the  New  American  Standard  Ver- 
sion for  all  his  references,  he  began  by  quoting  Mat- 
thew 6:33,  "But  seek  first  His  kingdom  and  His  righ- 
teousness, and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  to  you." 
Cornelius  shared  how  it  stresses  the  importance  of 
putting  the  Lord  first.  He  spoke  of  Galatians  6: 14  and 
how  it  comes  back  as  a  reminder  to  be  humble  and 
encouraged,  Proverbs  3:5-6  as  a  good  class  verse,  and 
Ephesians  4: 1 5,  in  relation  to  speaking  the  truth  in  love 
and  having  good  balance.  He  then  flipped  the  pages  of 
his  worn  leather  Bible  to  Jeremiah  15:19,  "Therefore, 
thus  says  the  Lord,  'If  you  return,  then  I  will  restore 
you — Before  Me  you  will  stand;  And  if  you  extract  the 
precious  from  the  worthless,  You  will  become  My 
spokesman.  They  for  their  part  may  turn  to  you,  but  as 
for  you,  you  must  not  turn  to  them.'"  He  shared  this  as 
a  reminder  that  the  believer  is  God's  spokesman,  and 
we  should  not  toss  important  things  out  and  must 
discriminate  between  the  precious  and  the  worthless. 
He  concluded  with  Philippians  4:8,  "Finally,  brethren, 
whatever  is  true,  whatever  is  honorable,  whatever  is 
right,  whatever  is  pure,  whatever  is  lovely,  whatever  is 
of  good  repute,  if  there  is  any  excellence  and  if  anything 
worthy  of  praise,  let  your  mind  dwell  on  these  things." 

What  would  Dr.  Cornelius  like  to  leave  with 
Bryan  College?  His  advice  is  first  to  be  in  the  Word.  He 
says,  "It's  an  exciting  book!"  Second,  he  encourages  us 
to  "obey,  come  what  may."  He  explains,  "This  brings  a 
person's  life  in  order."  He  also  encourages  us  to  "Main- 
tain the  proper  standards  of  personal  and  academic  life. 
It's  so  easy  to  water  things  down,  but  it  doesn't  help  in 
the  long  run."  More  than  anything,  Cornelius  empha- 
sizes how  important  it  is  to  strive  for  excellence.  He 
suggests  not  doing  too  much,  but  instead  paying  atten- 
tion to  quality  rather  than  quantity  because  this  is  more 
honoring  to  God.  He  commented  that  although  "there  is 
a  place  for  quantity,  quality  and  quantity  can  work 
against  each  other.  We  need  to  have  standards  of  what 
is  most  important." 

After  retirement  this  year,  Cornelius' s  sched- 
ule will  include  a  lot  of  writing.  He  plans  to  continue 
working  with  the  Ironside  Library  and  other  depart- 
ments on  the  Scopes  Trial  and  would  eventually  like  to 
finish  a  novel  he  is  working  on.  Cornelius  also  plans  to 
write  a  new  play  about  the  Scopes  Trial  (to  combat  the 
image  portrayed  in  Inherit  the  Wind),  and  he  hopes  to 
write  some  poems,  short  stories,  a  children's  book,  and 
some  creative  Bible  study  books.  This  summer,  before 
beginning  all  of  his  literary  projects,  Cornelius  will  be 
doing  some  travelling  with  his  wife.  First,  they  will 
venture  to  Hawaii  to  celebrate  their  40"1  wedding  anni- 
versary and  to  spend  time  with  their  children,  Craig  and 
Crista.  The  Corneliuses  then  plan  to  travel,  with  Crista 
in  China,  where  she  is  an  English  teacher,  for  ten  days 
before  returning  to  the  United  States  via  Hawaii.

The  Bryan  College  Ambassador  program  is  going  on  its 
fifth  year  of  providing  quality  and  enthusiasm  to  our 
campus  visit  program.

Hilltop  Players  successfully  performs  three  plays  this  year. 


This  was  a  busy  and  exciting  season  (or  (he  Hilltop 
Players.  The  year  was  like  a  whirlwind  with  three  shows, 
brought  together  in  five  weeks  each.  It  began  in  August  two 
days  before  classes  started,  when  the  cast  of  The  Heiress 
met  for  their  first  rehearsal.  From  this  point  on,  the  cast 
of  eight  characters  worked  long  hours  to  prepare  for  the 
show's  opening  on  Homecoming  weekend.  The  Heiress  is  a 
tragic  comedy  about  an  heiress  who  falls  in  love  with  a 
fortune  hunter  in  the  mid-eighteen  hundreds.  On  a  stage 
transformed  to  look  like  an  upper-class  home  from  that 
period,  actors  such  as  Christa  Neeley,  Malt  Gilman,  Beth 
Phillips  and  Mark  .Anderson  brought  the  audience  into  a 
world  of  poise,  romance,  and  deception.  The  hard  work  of 
all  involved  paid  off  as  they  presented  a  well-done  and 
emotionally  moving  show. 

In  October,  the  cast  for  the  mini-musical  You're  a 
Good  Man  Charlie  Brown  was  announced.  This  musical 
consisted  of  six  of  the  loveable  characters  from  Charles 
Schultz's  "Peanuts",  in  a  delightful  series  of  comic-like 
vignettes.  With  T.R.  Black  leading  the  cast  as  the  character 
of  Charlie  Brown,  the  cast  and  crew  began  the  tiring  yet 
entertaining  process  of  pulling  the  dessert/dinner  theatre 
together.  This  rehearsal  period  was  unique  in  that  the 
small  cast  allowed  for  separate  and  flexible  rehearsal 
times.  The  three-week  break  for  Christmas  also  made  it  a 
challenge.  However,  this  had  little  effect  on  the  cast;  they 
came  back  from  the  break  rested  and  eager  to  do  the  show. 
On  a  Thursday  morning,  Charlie  Brown  opened  to  an 
audience  of  elementary-school  children.  They  were  the 
perfect  first  audience,  full  of  giggles  and  enthusiasm.  The 
show  ran  for  eight  performances  with  many  different 
audiences,  including  two  that  were  primarily  children.  A 


special  performance  was  staged  for  the  trustees  when  they 
visited  the  college.  In  order  to  maintain  an  intimate  set- 
ting, Brock  Hall  was  the  setting  for  this  show.  The  set  was 
simple,  consisting  of  a  mock  comic  strip  background  and 
"ABC"  blocks  to  portray  everything  from  Schrocder's 
piano  to  Snoopy's  doghouse.  The  production  was  well 
received  by  all.  and  everyone  involved  had  an  incredible 
time. 

The  Hilltop  Players'  season  literally  went  out  with 
a  bang  as  they  put  on  a  comedy  that  used  real  fireworks, 
You  Can't  Take  It  With  You.  This  show  although  fun  and 
comic  like  Charlie  Brown,  had  a  different  flavor.  The 
play's  story  of  a  unique  and  hilarious  family  not  only 
entertained,  but  also  conveyed  a  priceless  lesson  to  the 
audience  of  valuing  the  things  that  really  matter.  Com- 
pared to  the  preceding  two  productions,  the  cast  was 
mammoth.  Among  the  seventeen  characters  was  a  variety 
of  old  faces  as  well  as  new.  Beth  Phillips  and  Josh  Daugereau 
returned  to  the  stage  as  Penny  and  Grandpa  along  with 
newcomers  Havid  Haase  and  Terry  Hnecht  in  the  roles  of 
Tony  and  Mr.  OePinna.

Bible  Education  Ministry 

I  didn't  think  twice  about  teaching  BEM;  I  was  fresh  out  of  teaching 
a  class  of  first  graders  for  two  sessions  of  summer  camp  at  my  church. 
Teaching  simple  Bible  stories  to  kids  in  public  school  seemed  like  a 
breeze.  I  quickly  realized,  however,  that  these  kids  lived  in  a  different 
world  from  the  one  to  which  I  was  accustomed.  It  didn't  take  me  long 
to  discover  that  most  of  the  class  knew  more  about  IN'ascar  and  .VW.O. 
Wrestling  than  they  did  about  Joshua  and  David,  and  some  of  them  were 
more  interested  in  those  things  than  what  we  taught  them  ...  at  least 
at  first.  While  they  welcomed  our  arrival  each  week  with  cheers  of  joy, 
I  knew  there  were  some  kids  in  our  third  grade  classroom  that  didn't 
care  what  we  were  teaching  them.  Somehow  over  the  course  of  the 
year,  however,  that  changed.  My  favorite  part  of  the  whole  year  was 
the  week  that  one  boy,  who  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  didn't  know  any 
of  the  answers  to  any  of  the  questions  and  sometimes  didn't  even  close 
his  eyes  when  we  prayed,  raised  his  hand  to  answer  questions  in  our 
last  review  game.  I  knew  that  God  had  worked  in  his  heart,  maybe  just 
a  little  .  .  .  and  I  was  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  witness  it.  I  know 
now  that  teaching  BEM  this  year  wasn't  about  me  or  my  teaching 
abilities,  or  even  how  well  I  could  relate  to  the  kids  (I  personally  know 
nothing  about  either  race  cars  or  wrestling),  but  about  how  God  can 
work  in  hearts.  And  even  if  that  boy  was  the  only  one  who  learned 
anything  all  year  in  my  class,  I  know  it  was  well  worth  it.

Men's  Ministry 


The  danger  in  such  books  of  memories  is  the  tendency  to  paint  all 
the  pages  with  the  soft  yellow  glow  of  fondness.  Whether  this  is 
achieved  through  an  excessively  upbeat  tone  or  by  simply  "forget- 
ting" within  the  yearbook's  pages  all  those  sad  or  silly  things,  I  do  not 
know.  But  the  truth  is  that  this  was  a  rather  difficult  year  in  men's 
ministry. 

Most  of  this  difficulty  came  due  to  a  different  style  within  the  men's 
chapels.  These  chapels  rarely  had  a  speaker  or  worship  band,  in  an 
attempt  rather  to  focus  entirely  and  individually  upon  a  holy  God. 
Therefore,  the  chapels  this  year  were  far  from  grandiose--they 
included  two  devoted  to  silent  prayer,  one  to  the  music  of  Rich 
Mullins  combined  with  Scripture,  one  with  only  Scripture  (reading 
aloud  the  book  of  I  John)  and  such.  The  hour  was  typically  quiet 
without  much  "entertainment"--men  were  allowed  time  for  intro- 
spection and  reflection  about  God.  The  hope  is  that  men  were 
brought  face  to  face  with  their  Lord,  in  humility  and  joy. 

Many  of  the  men  did  not  seem  to  react  well  to  the  change  of  pace- 
-to  the  quiet,  inward  focus-  -w  hile  several  others  enjoyed  the  simplic- 
ity of  these  times.  My  prayer  is  that  men's  hearts  used  the  time  to 
focus  entirely  upon  our  Lord.  I  am  certain  that  God  used  the  time  for 
His  purposes,  regardless  of  men's  expectations  or  even  my  own.  His 
Spirit  moves  as  it  will. 

One  event  outside  of  the  chapels  was  a  forum  for  discussing  the 
danger  and  reality  of  lust.  Around  twenty  men  gathered  to  share 
struggles  and  receive  encouragement  to  press  on  in  the  faith  and 
resist  the  temptation  which  surrounds  us  in  this  culture. 

Many  of  the  men  this  year  were  encouraging  and  appreciative  and 
genuinely  grew— I  am  grateful  for  the  fellows  who  took  the  brief 
moments  to  tell  me  they  had  appreciated  the  chapels.  I  pray  God  has 
touched  hearts,  if  only  silently,  this  year.  I  pray  that  we  as  men  will 
learn  to  accept  the  responsibilities  that  manhood  places  upon  us,  and 
will  openly  live  this  maturity.  I  pray  we  will  be  unafraid  to  openly  run 
and  openly  fall,  being  afraid  only  of  standing  still.  I  pray  we  will  see 
Him  continually.

Tutoring  is  one  of  nine  ministries  of 
PCI.  The  primary  goal  of  tutoring  is 
helping  a  child  with  his/her  studies 
while  being  a  Christian  role  model.

TEAMS  THEY  HAD  TO  PLAY  FOR  CONFERENCE  WERE  KlNS,  BLUEFIELD,  MlLUGAN,  COVENANT,  CLINCH  VaLLEY,  AND  MONTREAT.  THIS 

season  the  Lions  were  ranked  third  behind  Kins  and  Bluefield.  They  lost  twice  to  Kins,  twice  to  Bluefield,  and 
once  to  Covenant. 

This  was  by  far  our  best  year  in  the  level  of  play  and  the  ranking  we  held.  In  all  my 
years  at  Bryan  College,  we  have  tried  to  run  special  plays  (i.e.— short  sets,  shoot  sets  and 
tandems),  but  we  just  couldn't  get  the  passing  consistent  enough.

In  past 
years,  this  has  been  a  problem  because  of  the  bickering  that  went  on  behind  other's  backs. 
In  my  opinion,  this  year  was  the  best  year  Bryan  College  has  seen  in  a  while.  I  really 
felt  like  we  took  a  step  up  and  made  a  name  for  Bryan  this  year.  Other  teams  no  longer  were 
able  to  come  into  playing  us  with  a  lighthearted  attitude,  because  they  knew  we  could  put  up 
a  great  fight! 

One  of  the  more  memorable  moments  to  me  was  when  we  played  at  Covenant  this  year. 
On  our  home  floor,  Covenant  stole  a  win  from  us  because  we  weren't  playing  well  at  all.  So  when  we 
went  back  there  to  play  them,  we  were  ready  for  a  good  match.  We  had  lots  of  fans,  and  it  was  a  great 
game.

What  a  challenging  year!  Facing  the  departures  of 
four  starters  and  two  All-Region  players,  the  Lions  knev 
that  this  season  would  be  an  uphill  climb.  Further,  tw< 
more  Lions,  a  pair  of  6'8"  sophomore  bookends  and  BC'j 
biggest,  were  sidelined  for  the  year  with  injuries.  Beinc 
youthful  indeed,  BC  retained  only  one  senior,  forward 
Randy  Evans,  and  only  two  juniors,  Brian  Anderson  and 
Eric  Zensen  who  had  to  step  up  to  the  challenge,  and  did.

So,  too,  continued  the  streak  of  seasons 
in  which  BC  has  hosted  post-game  center  court  prayer 
huddles  after  home  games.  Fifteen  games  were  played  to 
six  points  or  less  as  nailbiters  were  found  galore  and  the 
good  Summers  Gymnasium  crowds  continued  to  propel 
the  Lions  and  carry  the  common-knowledge  title  of  "best 
fans  in  the  TVAC." 

Basketball  alumni  John  Stonestreet  and  David  Lee 
joined  the  coaching  ranks  to  assist  the  Varsity  team  and 
push  the  second  year  Junior  Varsity  program  further. 
That  team  finished  its  season  with  three  straight  wins 
over  Tennessee  Temple. 

Look  for  still  bigger  things  to  come  in  the  future  as  the 
Lions  mature  and  seek  to  honor  the  Lord.

When  I  enrolled  at  Bryan  in  the  fall  of 
1995,  I  had  the  dubious  distinction  of 
being  the  only  die-hard  hockey  fan  on 
campus.   My  enthusiasm  for  the  sport  led 
a  few  others  to  become  interested,  but  for 
the  most  part  hockey  and  Bryan  were 
strangers.  When  I  started  playing  roller 
hockey  for  the  Chatta- 
nooga Hockey  League 
in  the  fall  of  '96,  the 
idea  of  a  team  made  up 
entirely  of  Bryan  stu- 
dents seemed  prepos- 
terous. 

I  was  alone  in  the 
League  that  first  sea- 
son, but  in  the  fall  of 
'97  my  friend  and 
suitemate  Don  Hixon 
joined  me.  The  thought 
of  a  Bryan  team  was 
still  far-fetched,  but 
received  a  major  boost 
in  the  fall  of '98.  That 
semester  saw  the  arrival 
of  freshman  Will 
Cavaluzzi  and  Keith 
Porter.  Will  learned 
hockey  the  same  way  I 
had,  playing  on  the 
streets  with  friends. 

Keith,  however,  brought  years  of  experi- 
ence learned  playing  ice  hockey  for  teams 
in  Michigan.  Roller  hockey  is  different 
from  ice  hockey  in  several  ways.  The 
most  notable  is  the  number  of  players. 
Ice  hockey  is  played  with  five  skaters  and 
a  goalie  is  permitted.  Having  four  players 
from  Bryan  in  the  League  meant  that  we 
were  only  two  or  three  people  short  from 
having  a  viable  team.  These  came  in  the 
form  of  Varsity  soccer  players  Mpises 
Drumund,  Pete  Mitchell,  and  Nate  Krogel. 
By  God's  grace  and  providence,  the  Bryan 
team  became  a  reality  in  the  the  spring  of 
1999. 

College  teams  were  not  new  to  the 
Chattanooga  Hockey  League.   Southern 
College  and  Tennessee  Temple  had  both 


fielded  very  successful  teams  in  the  past. 
In  fact,  only  once  in  the  league's  five-year 
history  has  a  non-school  team  won  the 
championship.  The  Bryan  team  had  a  very 
successful  first  season.  Although  we  lost 
three  of  the  first  five  games,  we  were  begin- 
ning to  develop  as  a  team.  This  develop- 
ment was  complete  on  Febru- 
ary 4th  with  the  addition  of 
Varsity  soccer  goalie  James 
Hutcheson  to  the  team. 
"Jimbo"  won  his  first  game  in 
goal,  despite  having  never 
skated  before.  The  following 
two  games  were  losses, 
although  this  was  due  to  the 
team's  poor  play  rather  than 
any  fault  of  James.  The 
second  of  these  two  losses 
was  on  February  11th.  The 
team  has  not  lost  a  game 
since  then,  going  19-0-1  to 
finish  the  season  and  win  the 
championship  cup. 

Support  for  the  team 
grew  as  the  season  pro- 
gressed. The  bi-weekly 
hockey  games  became  a 
popular  study  break  and  the 
average  attendance  was  more 
than  20  Bryan  fans  per  game. 
The  three  play-off  games  saw  more  than  30 
students  each.  When  the  Bryan  team 
reached  the  championship  game,  more 
than  50  Bryan  students  and  faculty  mem- 
bers were  there.  Fans  were  thrilled  by  the 
excitement  and  speed  of  hockey.  They 
enjoyed  the  skillful  displays  of  Moises  and 
Keith  while  cheering  the  key  saves  and 
antics  of  James.  The  Hockey  Team  is  a 
great  way  for  Bryan  students  to  enjoy  a 
different  sport  and  for  Hockey  fans  to  play 
the  sport  that  they  enjoy.  The  Bryan 
Hockey  Team  is  grateful  for  the  chance  to 
share  their  love  of  hockey  with  other  stu- 
dents, and  is  looking  forward  to  another 
great  season  in  the  fall  of  1999.
